that Mrs. Orchard was writing him for 
information as to Orchard's where- 
abouts. Ojchard swore that he pro- 
posed that h; should write his wife a 
series of letters that were to be false- 
ly dated and delivered to Mrs. Orchard 
by agents of the federation. Two let- 
ters were mailed at San Francisco and 
one was sent from Nome, Alaska. 


The three letters written by Orchard 


were 
commonplace and 
contained 


practically nothing bearing on the 
case or Orchard's testimony. The de- 
fense attacked the letters and Or- 
chard's story about them when it got 
a chance to cross-examine the -witness, 
but Orchard held to the story he told 
about them. The witness successively 
denied that he had made an arrange- 
ment for the delivery of letters to 
Pinkerton agents; that the letters had 
only made their appearance since he 
left the stand last week, or that h» 
had invented the story because his 
wife had Haywocd's letter in her pos- 
session. 


The state secured admission of a cer- 


tified copy of an unsigned note that 
Orchard got at Caldwell jail, and 
which Orchard swears was in the 
handwriting of Pettibone. The letter 
was as follows: "Friend Tom: Your 
letter received. That was sent to 
Jack Dec. 21 for you. He should send 
it so that you ought to have it by this 
time.

ANDERSONVILLE PRISON. 


The meeting of the Ohio Association 


of the Union Ex-Prisoners of War, 
makes proper some reminiscences of 
the prison pens of the South during 
the war for the Union. There were a 
number of them at Richmond, Va., 
Salisbmy, N. C , Florence, S. C., and 
oUier places, said the Rev. J. T. 
Shepaid, but the "pen" at Anderson- 
ville, Sumpter county, 
Georgia, be- 


came the most widely known 


"This prison," said 
Mr. Shepard, 


"•was on a railroad, sixty miles south 
nf Macon, Ga 
It was built of pine 


logs, standing about 
eighteen 
feet 


above the ground and helved so as to 
fit close together. There were 
two

gates, each in an enclosure of about 
twenty feet square, thus making each 
sate doiibk 
The ground enclosed was 


hillsides, about twenty acres, includ- 
ing a space of eighteen feet all around 
for the "dead line," and two acres or 
maggots in *he hollow through whicn 
lan a small stream of water. 
The 


sroum's outside, where the guards had 
iheir camp, was higher than that in 
the pen. hence the 
wash 
of 
these 


•camps fiiiv od m'o the 
stream, 
the 


drinking water of a large proportion 
of the prisoners. On 
entering 
the 


pen. 
no shelter was given,, no vessels 


for cooking or drawing, rations, and 
possibly oihers 
might" have 
fared 


better. I ne\er received any clothing 
of any sor at any prison I was in, 
and np\f>r knew 
any to be 
issued. 


Rations of corn bread, peas, or rice, 
freqnemlv half cooked 
and 
fuil of 


bugs, were found once a day, never 
enough to satisfy hunger. 
The pris- 


oners were covered with vermin and 


the sandy soil was alive with them. 
For many months 31,000 men were 
shut up on this less 
than twenty 


acres. The water in the stream was, 
ofof course, unfit to drink. Wells were 
dug by the men, but these, 
except 


when 
near 
the 
'hill tops were 


contaminated by the surface water 
running into them. 


Not until the bursting out of "The 


Providence Spring," about August 12, 
1864, did we have any pure water. 
As we had no camp kettles in which 
to boil our clothing and soap was un- 
known, of couise we never had any 
wash day. I was a prisoner of war 
over ten months, and wore the same 
clothes from first to last, rags at that. 
The mortality was very great. The 
United States official records of Con- 
federate prisons is incomplete, but 
other statistics carefully made show 
that over 36,060 men died in the vari- 
ous prisons of the south. Then 11,599 
died on the way to their 
Northern 


homes, and 12,Uuu died soon after the 
close of the war, making nearly 60,- 
000 of the 107,000 prisoners in Con- 
federate hands, as 
victims 
of 
the 


filth, starvation and disease of these 
prison pens. 
It is difficult 
for 
the 


survivors of such treatment to write 
of it without any trace of bitterness. 
1 presume that the mass of the South- 
ern people knew little of the fiendish 
way in which the prisons were con- 
ducted, and could have done little to 
correct it, but of the diabolical pur- 
pose of the leaders there can be no 
doubt.

LIFE IN ANDERSONX ILLE. 


The 31,000 men shut up on the less 


than twenty acres of giound in 
the 


prison stockade, by the - ' Yankees" 
called 
Andersonville, 
conctituted a 


\\orld to themselves, though a very 
dirty and miserable one. 
When day- 


light came those who were so fortu- 
nate as to have some kind of shelter 
crawled out from their hovels of more 
or less worn out 
blankets or gum 


cloths, and as it was 
always 
cold 


there after 
midnight, proceeded to 


thaw out their stiffened limbs by as 
brisk movements as starvation 
and 


disease would allow. Those who had 
no shelter at all joined the procession 
if they were not dead. 


Among the first sounds~bf the day 


was the baying of the bloodhounds, 
which every morning made the cir- 
cuit of the stockade on the scent for 
any enterprising "Yank" who might, 
during the night, have "tumbled out." 


As rations were drawn in the even- 


ing, and there never was enough lor 
two meals, breakfast 
was non est. 


The daily "skirmish" with the ever- 
present 
"gray-backs" 
multitudious 


and voracious, could not be omitted. 


By this time the fellows who sold 


cornbread and bean soup would get 
their shops going and the man, who 
had $1.00 in U. S. could buy a soggy 
biscuit made of wheat flour, or per- 
haps two onions. The gambling shops 
brought out their chuck-a-luck boards 
and when the day began to get real 


the sick would assemble on the 


"south side—some 
carried 
by 
their 


comrades and some crawling on hands 
and knees—the "good Samaritans" 
bringing them the coolest water to be 
had, and the sick being told 
after 


some hours that there would be no 
sick-calls, finally dragging themselves 
baciv to their huts. 


Now the crowd has assembled that 


always knows when "exchanges" are 
to begin, and the groups that talk 
about all the good things to eat they 
could have at"-home, and the 
men 


wander about the pen and get if pos- 
sible into the shade of their huts un- 
til the ration wagon comes in with its 
supply of corn and 
cob bread, sour 


mush or buggy beans, and lie down 
at length to dream 
or 
home 
and 


friends once more. 


But the dreary round 
was some- 


times broken, as on the day when a 
rain more copious than usual washed 
out 
the 
stockade, 
the day 
when 


Wirtz threatened to "fire on the pen 
till there wasn't a 'Yank' left kick- 
ing," the day the Raiders were hung, 
or that best day of all, when we 
straggled into our lines at Jackson- 
ville, Fla, and greeted a full supply 
of soft bread and hot coffee, and the 
glorious old 
fla"

STATE PRESIDENT IS HERE. 
E. R. Evans, president of the Ohio 


Association of ex-Prisoners of "Uar 
gives his experience as follows: 


"Enlisted 
August 2, I8b2, at Co- 


lumbus, O., in company A, 95th O. V. 
I., at IS years of age The regiment 
left Columbus on the 20th of the same 
month for the front. We were sent 
down into Kentucky with other troffps 
under General Nelson to try to check 
General Kirby Smith's advance 
on 


Cincinnati. We met him about seven 
miles out of Richmond, Ky., on 
the 


morning of the 29th, and( fought him 
until nearly surrounded, when a re- 
treat was ordered, when we fell back 
about three miles and formed again 
and fought them until forced to re- 
treat to Richmond, when the line was 
again formed in the edge of the town 
about 5 o'clock m the afternoon close 
to the camp that we iiad left in the 
morning. 
„ 


"We fought again until they were 


closing around us, when we hiked to 
the rear again through the town and 
out two or three miles, where we ran 
against troops that they had sent to 
our rear in the forenoon to bag us, 
which they did at dusk, just 
nine 


days after leaving home. 


"They held us for three days when 


we signed paroles and started for the 
Ohio river on our way home. 


"When we arrived at Maysville we 


•were put on boats and taken to Cin- 
cinnati, where we ""found the 
town 


full of 'Squirrel Hunters.' 


"We were put on cars and started 


for Columbus, where we went 
into 


camp to stay until exchanged. 
We 


were there until January of 
18C3, 


when we were exchanged, sent 
to 


Camp Chase for a while, then ordered 
down the river to Memphis, and from 
there down to Vicksburg, where we 
helped dig tiie canal waicu proved to 
be no good. 


"Then we marched 
down below, 


crossed the river, and had the pleasure 
of making the Confederates hike sev- 
eral times before we got them penned 
in the town. 


"After the surrender we helped to 


drive General Johnston several times, 
and then were ordered back to Mem- 
phis, where we were until June 1st, 
1864, when we were ordered out after 


the drunken Sam D. SturgFs, who had 
about 10,000 men under his command. 
We met Forrest at Brice's Cross-roads 
on June 10th and 
got 
beautifully 


licked, and I with hundreds of oth- 
ers, was gobbled Up and sent to An- 
dersonville. 


"I will copy part of a letter written 


E. R. EVANS, 


President of The Ohio Association of 


Ex-Prisoners of War. 


by 'the chief telegraph operator which 
was published in the Columbus Herald 
June 10th, 1884: 


"After the war the writer became 


personally acquainted with 
General 


Forest at Corinth, Miss., and one day 
had a long interview with him in re- 
gard to the fight. The General said, 
that he had been well informed of 
Sturgis and his personal habits before 
he left Memphis, that he had reliable 
.nformation every day. He knew 
that Sturgis was chief in command 
and made his preparations according- 
ly. 
'I would not,' said Forest, 'at- 


tempted to'have made a fight with 
any one but Sturgis, at that time. 
Had the Union forces been under the 
command of either Greirson or Hatch, 
or in fact under the command of any 
ordinarily good leader I could not 
have prevented 
their 
going where 


they pleased. I was made aware early 
in the fight that the infantry was be- 
ing double quicked a long distance 
and having a heavier force than Greir- 
son, we forced the fighting, and by 
the time the infantry came, the cav- 
ilry was about out ot 
ammunition 


and the infantry in no condition to 
?o into battle. That is the 
whole 


story' I had 'said the general' be- 
tween 4700 and 4900 men of all arms; 
my force at any time did not exceed 
'he latter figures. 


" 'From other sources deemed re- 


liable, it is 
clearly apparent 
that 


oturgis, with not less than 10,OuO good 
troops so far forgot his duty as to al- 
low himself to be completely routed 
hy a force not half as large and not 
so well armed or equipped. The rS** 
sponsibility lies with Sturgis, and all 
the West Point influence will not suc- 
ceed in shifting the digrace upon an- 
other. 


" 'The above account of the Gun- 


town affair is given wholly from what 
i saw. If there was what might be 
rightfully 
called a line of battle it 


was not observed. There were, how- 
ever fragments of regiments formed 
in line, but so far as a brigade or even 
a full regimental line there was none 
that I observed. 


" 'The writer does not charge that 


General Sturgis was a traitor, 
but 


dots insist thatSiad be been a confed- 
prate officer in disguise, he could not 
iia\e more successfully turned over 
to the Confederate government two 
hundred and thirty-nine army wagons 
loaded with provisions and ammuni- 
tion, twenty-three pieces of artillery, 
twenty ambulances, and 
twenty-five 


hundred Union troops, than he did 
twenty years ago.

" 'Columbus, O June 10, 1SS4. 
"I saw several 
prisoners shot by 


the guards, but there were none shot 
by artillery while I was there, and I 
never heard of it being done before I 
went there, and I do not tnmk it was 
done after I left, for I was among the 
last of them out there about April 
17, 18C5, and was turned loose April 
28, 1865, at Baldwin, Florida. 
From 


there I walked with other comrades 
to Jacksonville, 25 miles, and went out 
irom Jacksonville by boat to Annapo- 
lis, and by B. & O. then home to Co- 
lumbus, O."

Announcement of the Government's 


Intention to Arrett Leaders of the 
Wine Growers' Movement Inflames 
the Country People—Premier Clem- 
enceau's Declaration. 


Paris, June 19. — Advices indicate 


that the situation in the south of 
France is very grave, and it appears 
that the government has acted none 
too soon In determining to proceed 
against the revolutionists. At Nar- 
bonne. department of Aude, dynamite 
has been discovered on the railroads, 
in some cases the tracks have been 
removed, the telegraph wires have 
been cut with the object of impeding 
the arrival of troops, and the rebel- 
lious villagers have been pulling up 
pavements and collecting materials 
for barricades. 
The excitement at 


Narbonneandother places in the south 
has increased dangerously, owing to 
the announcement of the activity of 
the government and the agitation of 
hot-heads. Announcement of the gov- 
ernment's intention to arrest the lead- 
ers of the wine growers' movement 
was promptly followed by a general 
rising of the countryside with the ob- 
ject of making fierce resistance to the 
government forces. 
In view of the 


incendiary threats of the population, 
the general staff of the Sixteenth army 
corps held a conference at Montpelier, 
and all plans were made to meet 
eventualities. 
Summonses are out 


against the whole wine growers' com- 
mittee on the charge of inciting the 
people to revolt, and a number of may- 
ors will be prosecuted for attempting 
to overthrow the central government. 
Detachments of cavalry from the east 
are on their way to replace local 
troops. 


The action of the government led to 


a lively debate in the chamber of dep- 
uties. Premier Clemenceau refused to 
agree to the immediate discussion of 
an interpellation on the subject of the 
government's plan, and demanded its 
postponement to June 21. He declared 
that all means of conciliation had been 
exhausted, and that as chief of the 
government he was bound to force re 
spect for the law. The wine growers' 
committee of Argeliers had set up 
itaelf in place of the central govern- 
ment, and three departments had en 
gaged in a revolt against the country's 
law and were threatening to burn out 
and otherwise terrorize mayors who 
refused allegiance to the committee. 
Summonses had been issued for those 
responsible for this state of affairs. 
After heated remarks from M. Jaures, 
the Socialist leader, who declared the 
government had brought the country 
to the verge of civil war, M. Sarraut 
and M. Ribot came to support of the 
cabinet, the latter saying the situation 
was the worst in "7 years. The gov- 
ernment's motion finally was adopted 
by 412 to 158 votes.
